The  address  was  listened  to  by  a  num¬ 
ber  from  Glen  Ridge,  and  already  a 
movement  lias  been  made  toward  tile 
holding  of  a  Charity  Tea  early  in  ’Octo 
her  for  the  assistance  of  this  great  cause.

▲t  School  a  Hun/ixed  Tears  Ago- Bold  Dr. 
Hausen,  tha  Explorer— A  Peep 
at  Quaint  Old  Japan.

It  is  a  pleasant  thing  to  go  to  school 
in  this  year  of  grace  1896,  it  is  a  mod¬ 
erately  pleasant  thing  even  to  go  to 
boarding  pchool,  unless  one  is  hopelessly 
homesick,  but  a  writer  in  St.  Nicholas, 
who  takes  this  view  of  the  subject,  re¬ 
calls  also  a  time  not  so  very  long  ago 
when  the  "hardship  of  school"  was 
not  a  fancy  phrase,  bnt  had  a  real  sig¬ 
nificance  to  the  unlucky  little  students. 

Only  60  years  have  passed  since  the 
boys  of  Eton  ventured  to  beg  that  pipes 
might  be  laid  iu  some  of  the  school 
buildings,  so  that  they  need  not  fetch 
water  from  the  pnmps  in  the  fxeeziug 
winter  weather,  and  the  petition  was 
promptly  rejected,  with  the  scornful 
comment  that  "they  would  be  wanting 
gas  and  Turkey  carpets  next "  At  Win¬ 
chester.  another  big  English  school,  all 
the  lads  had  to  frusta  in  an  open  yard, 
called  "Moab, "  where  half  a  dozen  tubs 
were  ranged  around  the  wall,  and  it 
was  the  dnty  of  one  of  the  junior*  to  go 
from  tab  to  tub  -on  frosty  mornings  and 
thaw  the  ioe  with  a  candle.  Comfort 
w  as  deemed  a  bad  thing  for  boys,  lest 
they  should  grow  up  dainty  and  un¬ 
manly. 

Fires  in  our  great-grandmothers' 
time,  especially  in  England,  where  the 
winters  are  less  biting  than  with  us, 
were  held  to  be  luxuries  more  fitting  for 
old  dge  than  for  youth.  Mrs.  Sherwood, 
who  lived  about  70  years  ago  and  wrote 
stories  which  ajl  little  boys  and  girls 
used  to  read,  tells  us  that  when  she  was 
young  she  was  never  permitted  to  go 
near  the  fire,  though  it  blazed  brightly 
away  iu  the  family  sitting  room. 

Mothers  were  then  especially  ajixiom, 
that  their  little  daughters  should  carry 
themselves  properly  and  grow  up 
straight  and  tall.  To  uccompUsh  this 
good  end  Mr*.  Sherwood,  from  the  time 
she  was  6  until  she  was  18,  wore  a 
backboard  strapped  over  her  shoulders, 
and,  worse  still,  an  iron  collar  around 
her  neck,  forcing  her  to  hold  her  chin 
high  iu  the  air.
